A rajah of one 
of the Indian states conceived the idea that he wanted a 
Packard, the body panels to be covered with ivory. This 
was some order, for ivory is almost as hard to match as 
pearls, and the job involved not only building a veneer ma- 
chine that would cut the tusk but the sorting over of a tre- 
mendous amount of ivory to get tusks that were of uniform 
color. One veneer cut to each tusk was made and the job, a 
dazzling and Oriental accomplishment, was finally completed. 
The car was shipped, but when it was unloaded from the 
steamer some stevedore succeeded in damaging one of the 
ivory panels beyond repair. Packard sent experts to India 
to put the car in shape again and the rajah got what he 
wanted—certainly one of the most unique vehicles in history. 
A “war lord” of China also had peculiar ideas about 
cars, With Oriental craft, he planned a bullet-proof convey- 
ance, but he specified that it must have the same appearance 
as the standard Packard. This, too, was finally accomplished, 
but the car carried some unusual accessories. Three pronged 
supports were mounted on either running board, fitted with 
a wide leather strap at a height to go under a man’s armpits.. 
A constant part of the car’s equipment, when in service, con- 
sisted of six riflemen, three on each side, who were strapped 
into the supports. Their presence added to the discourage-

AN ANTONIO, TEX., July 16. 
—Sales of new cars here in 

June showed a slight decline over 
previous months for this year as 
well as ever similar periods for 
the past four years. This, it is 
explained, is not due ‘to unsettled 
business conditions, as the public 
is awaiting the announcement of 
new models. 

General business conditions are 
very good. The crop outlook indi- 
cates a good yield, with assurance 
of a good return. Dealers are prac- 
tically unanimous in predicting good 
business for the remainder of the 
year. 

Sales for the month of June 
reached a total of 565 new motor 
vehicles sold. Of this amount 503 
were passenger cars and 62 trucks.

X-Ray Process May 
Reveal Secret of 
Synthetic Rubber 


TATE COLLEGE, PA., July 16. 
—The Roentgen or X-ray may 


disclose the secret of synthetic rub- 
ber, according to statements made 


by speakers at the Institute of 
Chemistry of the American Chem- 
ical Society in its sessions recently 
at Pennsylvania State College. 


George L. Clark, associate pro- 
fessor of chemistry at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, said that cxperi- 
ments now in progress were reveal- 
ing new knowledege of the funda- 
ntental properties of rubber which, 
eventually, may enable the chemist 
to produce a successful synthetic 
product. 

“X-ray photographs show the 
amorphous pattern for unstretched 
rubber, and the fiber-crystc] struc- 
ture of stretched rubber,” siid Prof, 
Clark. “That this is due to the rub- 
ber hydrocation is demonstrated in 
— work on very pure soluble rub- 

er. 

“That most interesting feature at 
present is that no sample of syn- 
thetic rubber has been found to pro- 
duce this sharply fibered diagram. 

“Another recent development is 
the X-ray study of ‘racked’ rubber, 
stretched 10,000 per cent. Whereas 
rubber stretched once begins to 
show a fiber pattern at 75 per cent. 
elongation, ‘racked’ rubber when re- 
leased with a permanent set of 1,000 
per cent. produces only the amor- 
phous pattern.” 

Tests show, according to Prof. 
Clark, that balata and gutta percha 
both contain crystalline matter 
when unstretched, while rubber or- 
dinarily does not. Gelatin and glue 
in stretched condition also show an 
incipient crystal-like arrangement.

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The Safety Kindergarten 
OV. BEN PAULEN of Kansas recently remarked that 
it was his firm belief that “no permanent results will 
come from any movement for the safety of human life and 
betterment that does not begin with the children and the 
Schools. We are beginning at the fountain head by making 
pafety a part of the curriculum of the public schools. We 
will thus build a public sentiment for the future with a foun- 
dation on the solid rock of education.” 

This fact has long been realized by those in control of 
the safety-first movement. For a number of years the safety 
committee of the National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce has been carrying on educational work in the schools 
of the country. 

Incidentally there is reason to hope that this campaign 
of educating the youth of the country is bearing fruit. Acci- 
dent totals have increased somewhat in this country, the 
rate of increase running around 3 per cent. On the other 
hand, the increase in the number of motor vehicles in use 
throughout the United States has averaged 10 per cent. In 
other words the accident toll is decreasing in spite of ) 
greater opportunities for mishaps. 

An interesting side-light on accident prevention is to 
be found in recently announced statistics from England. In 
Great Britain the number of motor vehicles in use has 
doubled during the past five years. So have the motor acci- 
dents. Over there the motor accident situation never has 
been serious enough to force a campaign of prevention. 
(here is not much educational work being carried on in the} 
Bchools, for instance. The result is that the increases in 
accidents keep pace with the increases in the number of 
motor vehicles in use. 

Those in charge of our own safety campaign are justi- 
fied in considering this parallel with the British situation 


a proof of the value of education. 
| ae McFADYEN, chairman of the British Rubber 

Growers’ Association, recently remarked that in es- 
tablishing its restrictive policy on rubber shipments from 
its colonies, England had not discriminated against the 
United States or any other nation. This country was harder 
hit by the restrictions, simply because it was the greatest | 
consumer of rubber in the world and the biggest customer’ 
that the British colonies happened to have. 

This is quite true and yet there is a sophism hidden in 
the statement. British rubber buyers had to pay the extra 
price that was caused by the restriction on shipments. 
There was no definite discrimination against American 
consumers in favor of British manufacturers. Yet we 

wonder would the restriction act ever have been passed 
af Great Britain had been the big manufacturer of rubber 
goods and America a minor consumer? Somehow we can 
find it in our minds to believe not. 

Again, the restriction act was not discrimination; it 
gvas more like suicide. It brought Great Britain some tem- 
porary revenue, but also it started rubber growing in other) 
Areas, in the Dutch East Indies, in Africa, in South and Cen- 
tral America on a scale that bodes some sharp competition 
od the British colonies in the years to come. In thé end we 

ave an idea that Britain will lose more revenue than she 
gained during the period that the restriction act induced a 
forced and unnatural inflation of the price of crude rubber. 
It is possible to tamper with the law of supply and demand, 
keit usually in the end the tamperer pays a heavy price for

Washington, July 16.—The 
American Automobile Association, 
in a statement today, denied’ that 
it had any connection with the 
recent attempt of Samuel Klein, 
and his father, Morris Klein, to 
beat by motor the fast train 
schedule between Chicago and 
Los Angeles, which resulted in the 
death of the former and the seri- 
ous injury of the latter when their 
car was wrecked in Kansas. 

It was pointed out that the A. A. 
A. is opposed to the use of public 
highways for speedway purposes, 
and therefore had no connection 
with checking’ the Klein car along 
the route, as had been reported in 
some quarters. 

“The contest board of the A. A. 
A. does not and will not sanction, 
recognize or assist in the handling 
of any races or speed trials upon 
the traveled highways,” the state- 
ment says.
